Referring to your letter of the 3d instant submitting for approval awards made by you for 
supplies, under the head of “Acids” you state that the proposals of Messrs. Harrison, Bros. and 
Company, being the lowest for the four articles mentioned, is accepted and the award made to 
them. 


Upon examination of the schedule of bids received I find that Harrison, Bros. and Co. bid 
for Muriatic Acid, twenty-one degrees B, at 01 35/100 ¢ per pound; Charles Lennig and Co. 
(Limited) at 01 25/100 ¢ and Savage and Stovell 01 25/100 ¢, from which it would appear that 
the bids of both Charles Lennig and Co. and Savage and Stovell for Muriatic Acid were lower 
than that of Harrison, Bros. and Co., and it would seem that the contract for Muriatic Acid, 
should be awarded either to Lennig and Co. or Savage and Stovell, if there has been no error in 
the schedule forwarded to this Office.
